REPORT OF THE SECUKTARY OF STATE. 
The Report of tho Secretary of ttato for 


1855 has just been published, and I derive from 
it some interesting statistics, concerning the 
funds which are kept by the Secretary, an Au- 
ditor. Seven distinct and separate accounts of 
these funds are kept, tow it:
